precise nature and quality, in order that steps may be taken to 
ascertain whether similar goods might be produced in this country, 
and, if so, where; or, if not, from what neutral sources they could 


be obtained. 


Similarly, United Kingdom manufacturers now have the markets 
of Germany and Austria-Hungary closed to them, but in many cases 
there will be opportunities for the disposal of their products in this 


country or abroad. 


Doubtless in a large number of cases importers and manufacturers 
have taken steps to inform themselves on these points, but, 
from cases which have come under the notice of the Commercial 
Intelligence Branch, it is believed that in some instances it has not 
proved an easy matter to obtain the necessary information, and it is 
thought that in such cases the Branch may be able to render some 
assistance by placing manufacturers and buyers in communication 


with one another. 


Since the outbreak of the war, applications have been received in the 
Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade from a large 
number of firms in all parts of the United Kingdom who wish to get 
into communication with United Kingdom manufacturers of various 
classes of goods which have previously been obtained from Germany 
and Austria-Hungary, or with purchasers of British goods which may 
previously have been sold to enemy countries. 

Lists of articles for manufacturers or producers of which enquiries 
have been received by the Commercial Intelligence Branch are printed 
weekly, and may be obtained on application by United Kingdom manu- 
facturers.

Firms inscribed on the Register may indicate the particular lines 
of trade to which the information to be sent to them should relate, 
and a classified list of subjects is sent to all applicants for registration 
with this object. During 1914, 989 separate circulars were issued 
(to the number of 142,005 copies) to firms on the Special Register 
interested in the particular branches of trade to which the circulars 
related. 

The great volume of information distributed under this system has 
rendered it necessary to make a small charge for the service which 
includes the reqular supply of the weekly “ Board of Trade Journal,” 
and accordingly firms whose names are inscribed on the Register are 
required to pay an annual fee of One Guinea to the Accountant- 
General of the Board of Trade, Whitehall Gardens, London, 8. W. 

The “ Journal” itself contains a large amount of information as to 
openings for British trade abroad and as to other matters of interest 
to British traders generally. Information published in it is not 
repeated by circular to firms whose names are on the Special 
Register; the confidential information communicated to the latter is 
confined to matters which, at the time, have not been published in 
the “ Journal,” or are not intended to be published at all.

PROHIBITION OF EXPORTS TO CHINA AND SIAM 
UNLESS CONSIGNED TO AUTHORISED PERSONS. 


BY THE KING. 
A PROCLAMATION 


RELATING TO THE EXPORTATION OF ALL ARTICLES TO CHINA AND 
SIAM DURING THE PRESENT Wak. 
GEORGE R.I, 

WHEREAS by section 1 of the Exportation of Arms Act, 1900, it is 
enacted that We may, by Proclamation, prohibit the exportation 
of all or any of the following articles, namely :—Arms, ammunition, 
military and naval stores and any article which We shall judge 
capable of being converted into or made useful in increasing the 
quantity of arms, ammunition or military or naval stores to any 
country or place therein named whenever We shall judge such 
prohibition to be expedient, in order to prevent such arms, ammuni- 
tion or military or naval stores being used against Our forces or. 
against any forces engaged or which may be engaged in military 
or naval operations in co-operation with Our forces : 
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And whereas by section | of the Customs (Exportation Restriction) 
Act, 1914, it is enacted that the above-recited section 1 of the 
Exportation of Arms Act, 1900, shall have effect whilst a state of war 
in which His Majesty is engaged exists as if, in addition to the 
articles therein mentioned there were included all other articles of 
every description : 

And whereas by section 1 of the Customs (Exportation Restriction) 
Act, 1915, it is enacted that the power of His Majesty under section 1 
of the Exportation of Arms Act, 1900, as amended by the Customs 
(Exportation Restriction) Act, 1914, by Proclamation to prohibit the 
exportation of articles to any country or place named in the Procla- 
mation, shall, during the continuance of the present war, include the 
power to prohibit the exportation of any article to any such country 
or place unless consigned to such person or persons as may be 
authorised by or under the Proclamation to receive such article : 

Now, THEREFORE, We have thought fit, by and with the advice of 
Our Privy Council, in virtue and in exercise of the powers aforesaid, 
to declare and it is hereby declared, that the exportation of the 
articles mentioned in the second column of the Schedule hereto is 
prohibited to the countries named in the first column of the said 
Schedule unless those articles are consigned to the persons referred 
to in the third column of the said Schedule.

TRADE WITH CHINA AND SIAM. 


The Board of Trade draw attention to the Proclamation just issued 
(see immediately preceding notice) prohibiting the exportation of 
goods consigned to any persons or bodies of persons in China or 
Siam other than such as may be notified by Order of the Secretary 
of State for Foreign Affairs or of the Board of Trade, to be inserted 
in the London, Edinburgh and Dublin Gazettes. First lists of 
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approved consignees follow the text of the Proclamation in the 
‘* London Gazette” published 24th September. * 

Firms desiring to export goods to the countries in question con- 
signed to traders not yet appearing in these lists should make 
application to the Foreign Office, who will if necessary enquire by 
telegraph (at the applicants’ expense) or by post, of His Majesty’s 
Consular Officers whether the proposed consignees may be approved 
as not serving as intermediaries for enemy firms. 





IMPORTATION OF BELGIAN GOODS. 


Licences to Import necessary. 


The Board of Trade direct the special attention of traders to the 
Trading with the Enemy (Occupied Territory) Proclamation of 
February 16th last, which extends the provisions of the Trading with 
the Enemy Proclamation of 9th September, 1914, to all territory in 
the effective military occupation of an enemy, and in virtue of which 
it is prohibited to trade with or pay money to or for the benetit of 
firms situated in territory so occupied without the express permission 
of His Majesty’s Government. 

Persons desiring to import goods of Belgian origin, who are not 
already in possession of a licence to do so, should make special appli- 
cation to the Board of Trale for such licence before negotiating for 
the purchase of the goods. 





RUBBER AND TIN EXPORTS COMMITTEE.

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“Standard Gauge No. 23). The drums must be covered with 
“a wood overcask the staves of which must not be less than 
“in. thick. The overcask to be properly fastened and bound with 
“three metal hoops. Care must be taken that the nails used to 
“fasten the outer cask do not penetrate the drum. ‘The gross weight 
“of each package must not exceed 250 Ibs.’ 
“The carbide must be stowed in a dry, well ventilated compartment 
“adjacent to a hatchway, and not overstowed with other cargo.” 
. Explosives or cargo of a nature liable to spontaneous combustion 
‘must not be stowe .d in the same compartment.’

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Now therefore under and by virtue of the powers in me vested I 
do hereby declare proclaim and make known as follows :— 

1. Notwithstanding anything contained in the proviso to section 
five of the said Proclamation, transactions hereafter entered into by 
persons firms or companies resident carrying on business or being in 
Southern Rhodesia— 

(a) in respect of banking business with a branch situated 
outside British territory in South Africa of an enemy 
person firm or company; or 

(b) in respect of any description of business with a_ branch 
situated outside British territory in South Africa of an 
enemy bank ; 

shall be considered as transactions with an enemy. 

This section shall not be construed as prohibiting bona fide com- 
mercial transactions merely on the ground that they may involve 
some financial operation which technically comes within the 
meaning of the words “ banking business” if such operation is 
incidental only to the transaction and does not atfect the general 
character thereot as a commercial, as distinguished from a banking 
transaction ; nor shall it be construed as prohibiting transactions of 
British banks or their branches with persons, firms, or companies 
which do not undertake banking business, or which, in carrying out 
the special transaction, are acting in the ordinary way of commerce 
and not as bankers, provided such transactions are permissible 
independently of this Proclamution. 

2. This Proclamation shall have force and take effect from the date 
of its publication in the ‘‘ Gazette.’’*

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New Zealand (Dunedin).—-The Imperial ‘rade Correspondent at 
Dunedin (Mr. W. 'T’. Monkman) reports, under date 29th July, that 
trade has been fairly: satisfactory, the arrival of overdue indents 
having replenished a number of stocks that had been reduced. But 
although these imports—particularly building materials—are being 
readily absorbed to meet immediate requirements, the largely 
increased cost of many articles of commerce may possibly lead to a 
curtailed demand for all but actual necessaries. Present indications 
favour that view. 

Much, however, depends on the output of the season’s produce. 
The winter season has so far favoured agriculturists. But even 
should the export be a large one it is unlikely to realise the lugh 
prices that ruled in the past year. (C.1.B. 45,494.)

Philippine Islands (Department of Mindanao and Sulu).-—The Acting 
British Consul-General at Manila (Mr. ‘Tl’. Harrington) reports that 
the larger part of the foreign trade of the Department of Mindanao 
and Sulu is carried on with Singapore. The distribution of merchan- 
dise in the interior of Mindanao is in the hands of the Chinese; at 
the port of Zamboanga the bulk of the import trade is in the hands 
of German firms, who have obtained a firm hold on trade by granting 
long credits and by a system of advances against future crops of 
coconuts, &e. At Jolo (Sulu) there is one British firm (vide the notice 
on p. 946), 

Until the outbreak of war the whole of the carrying trade between 
Singapore and Zamboanga and Jolo was also in the hands of a 
German shipping company, but this trade has now passed to British 
vessels. 

Whilst the volume of trade in the Department is at present small, 
it will increase as the country is opened up. ‘The natives are taking 
up trade and agriculture, and business, especially in such goods as 
bright cotton and artificial silk goods, trinkets, &c., of which they are 
fond, should gradually increase. (C. 29,633.)

Russia (Caucasus).—H.M. Consul at Batoum (Mr. P. Stevens) 
writes that from correspondence which has taken place between the 
British Consulate at Batoum, and firms in the United Kingdom since 
the outbreak of the war, it is evident that some British firms do not 
fully comprehend the situation or the peculiarity of the Russian 
markets in general and the Trans-Caucasian markets in particular, 
and states that if the want of this full comprehension is general the 
favourable opportunity which will occur immediately peace is 
concluded for taking advantage of the situation firmly to secure 
the Russian markets will be lost. 

The Russian markets differ very considerably from the markets of 
Western Europe; distances are enormous andit is absurd to refer people 
in Russia, who are anxious to do business with United Kingdom firms, 
to distributing centres hundreds and sometimes thousands of miles 
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away, especially as these centres have their own districts to attend to, 
and as the conditions obtaining at these places differ so completely from 
conditions in the Caucasus, and still more so from those prevalent in 
the Trans-Caucasus. 

Letters from Batoum, Tiflis, or Erivan take from four to seven days 
to reach Rostov or Odessa. Distributing centres still further removed 
than the two mentioned, such as Kiev, Kharkov, Moscow, 
Petrograd, and those situated along the Volga or in the Urals, are of 
little or no value to the ‘T'rans-Caucasus owing to the great distance 
which separates each from the other and the extensive areas they have 
to serve. 

If British manufacturers wish to come into close touch with con- 
sumers and buyers in the more distant areas of Russia, they must have 
their representatives or depots as near as possible to each distributing 
centre and not limit themselves to one representative or depot for the 
whole ot Russia. 


Furthermore, a feature peculiar to the Russian market is the small- 
ness of the capital employed in trade. Both comnierce and industry, 
particularly in their more modern branches, eg. sundry machinery, 
lathes, motors, &c., are mostly in the hands of people without capital, 
who are therefore able to do business only on credit. Credit is an 
absolute necessity to the great bulk of persons employed in trade and 
industry in Russia. German firms knew this well and developed 
trade extensively, thanks to the credit given. German manufacturing 
firms have been known to accept orders for up to £12,000 and 
£15,000 worth of machinery and to receive only from £2,000 to 
£4,000 on account, a sum which in most cases would barely suffice to 
pay duty on the goods and the expenses of erecting the plant. ‘The 
payment of the balance due on the machinery was spread over : 
period of from two to three years. The sale of motors on a system 
of one to two years’ credit has become a common rule. 

A British firm having a representative a great distance away from 
a given market cannot rapidly, or with any measure of security, 
decide what credit should be given to a purchaser in a remote district. 
For such a decision the manufacturer must have a representative on 
the spot who could decide what credit should be given in each instance. 
Also the manufacturer should safeguard himself against possible 
fraud by requiring security in exchange for such representation.* 

The impecunious condition of the Russian markets in general and 
Caucasian markets in particular account for the keen desire of the 
people to buy cheap goods, especially machinery. As regards the 
purchase of cheap goods, the lack of education in the great mass of 
buyers has to be taken into consideration. They are still too back- 
ward to realise that superior articles cannot be ottered for sale at the 
same price as a badly-made article. 


*It is not easy to see how thiscan be done. Probably the best method for availing 
of the opportunity to which Mr. Stevens alludes would be for a number of manu- 
facturers to unite to support a competent British agent in the Caucasus, as has already 
been done successfully in another part of Russia. 
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If British manufacturers have a desire to enter into extensive 
business relations in the Caucasus they will have to give their serious 
consideration to the question of producing cheap goods, especially at 
first, and gradually to educate the buyer to the purchase of the more 
expensive article. (C.1.B. 46,033.) 





NOTICE TO TRADERS WITH ROUMANIA. 


The Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of ‘Trade is 
advised that in view of the difficulties at present existing in regard 
to Exchange between the United Kingdom and Roumania, sellers of 
goods ordered thence would do well to require cash in London in 
advance. It is understood that business is already being conducted 
on this basis. 

It may be explained that the law now in force in Roumania 
legalises payment of sterling indebtedness at the par of 25°22 lei per £ 
(and that no agreement to pay at a different rate would hold at law 
there), whereas the collecting bank would have to pay a very much 


higher rate (say some 15 per cent. higher) for a draft on London. 
(C. 31,002.) 





GERMAN METHODS OF BUSINESS IN CEYLON. 
Opportunity to Capture Trade. 


The following particulars regarding the nature and extent of 
the imports into Ceylon from Germany during 1912, 1913 and 1914, 
and the methods adopted by German firms to advance their 
business, are extracted from the ‘‘ Ceylon Administration Reports, 
1914, (Part Il.—Revenue),” compiled by the Principal Collector of 
Customs at Colombo :— 

The total value of the imports (exclusive of specie) into Ceylon in 
1914 amounted to 172.518,000 rupees, as compared with 186,073,000 
rupees in 1915 and 175.323,000 rupees in 1912. Of these totals, 
Germany’s share was respectively 4,298,000 rupees, 6,022,000 rupees 
and 5,905,000 rupees. 

The values of the principal articles imported from Germany in the 
first half of 1914 were as follows :—biscuits (76,090 rupees) ; 
fertilisers (590,900 rupees); dyed piece goods (83,700 rupees) ; 
galvanised wire (40 900 rupees); hardware (173,400 rupees) ; hoop 
iron (73,000 rupees); cast steel (40.600 rupees); motor cars and parts 
(319.800 rupees); cement (135,985 rupees); chinaware (121,600 
rupees); glass and glassware (61,500 rupees); haberdashery (161,500 
rupees); jewellery (48,100 rupees); lanips (72,500 rupees) ; machinery 
(35,600 rupees) ; and perfumery (77,000 rupees). 

The question of most immediate interest is the best means of 
ousting German commerce as far as possible from the Ceylon market, 
for trivial though it may be when compared with the large markets of 
the world, Ceylon is typical of the advanced East, and is thus of 
importance, 
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Gserman commerce in Ceylon was of two kinds; that which may be 
termed the legitimate, w hich in C eylon consisted of imports of articles 
either exclusively the produce of Germany, or which it was possible for 
the German trader to sell more cheaply than the corresponding British 
articles; and the other, or illegitimate trade, which consisted in 
selling inferior imitations of British or other goods. 

As regards the illegitimate branch of German commerce, 31 
seizures were made under the Merchandise Marks Act in 1914. 
in 17 of which the goods were confiscated, whilst in 14 the 
goods were released after rectification. In all but 7 of the cases, 
the infringements of the law were in respect of German goods and 
invariably consisted in the use of the English language—thereby 
falsely indicating British manufacture—without any counter indication 
of the true country of origin. In this apparently unobtrusive manner 
the German manufacturer has been wont to commend his pocket 
knives, sewing machines, razors, axeheads, soaps, cricket belts, pipes, 
hosiery, &c. to the native buyer. 

In regard to the legitimate branch of German trade, such as 
imports of chemists’ goods, toys, &c., the only way to obtain this trade 
now and to retain it in the future is by establishing the necessary 
organisation. ‘The question seems to be chiefly one of method, for the 
large volume of German imports comprised cheap goods (not exactly 
shoddy) which are, presumably, very similar to those sold to the 
poorer classes in Southern Europe. At present the only British 
manufacture of this nature which is at all pushed in Ceylon is cheap 
jewellery produced in Birmingham. 

No commercial travellers from the United Kingdom have 
attempted to counter the Germans in selling the cheap, bright-coloured 
haberdashery dear to the Oriental taste, but there is no reason why 
the Ceylon market should be thus neglected. The goods themselves 
may be trivial, but they are pleasing to the millions who inhabit the 
East, and if the United Kingdom neglects these minor industries, 
they will be supplied if not by Germany, then by Japan or America. 
And the market is important, for although at one extreme the 
articles supplied are intrinsically of small value, they range by 
gradations to the goods which are only slightly inferior to the best 
British-made article, with which their cheaper price enables them 
successfully to compete. Again, it is not by cheapness alone that 
German competition has succeeded, but by organised method in 
consulting not only the taste, but the convenience of buyers. 

As an example of one method of German competition the following 
instance is cited: brass bell locks and till locks of British manufacture 
are superior in quality, but the German article competes with success 
owing to its being sold ata slightly lower price, and owing to the 
fact that the buyer is attracted by a touch of coloured varnish on the 
bell. It is true that the lock may be inferior, and once fixed and in 
use the bell will be completely hidden, but in the shopman’s hands, 
that touch of colour is an asset—and so in numerous other cases. 

Cheapness is certainly the determining factor, but the taste of the 
buyer and the convenience of the importer are also worthy of attention. 
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The latter is a simple matter, e.g., terms must be quoted c.i.f. and not 
f.o.b., and if possible in the currency of the locality. Combined with 
cheapness the German trader has been able to grant peculiarly easy 
terms of credit. 

To sum up, the secret of such German trade success as there has 
been in the past, in competition with British goods, is adaptability to 
the native taste on a foundation of cheapness, combined with the use 
of c.i.f. quotations and the methods of credit and differentiation in 
discounts familiar to the East. (C.1.B. 45,774.)

FINANCIAL AND ECONOMIC SITUATION IN COLOMBIA. 


The “ Diario Oficial” (Bogota) of 10th July publishes a report on 
the financial and economic situation in Colombia, made by the 
Colombian Delegation to the Financial Conference held in Washington 
last May, from which the following particulars are extracted :— 

Previous to the outbreak of the Kuropean war economic progress in 
Colombia and confidence in the future of the Republic had induced 
Kuropean syndicates and capitalists to present various schemes for 
the material and financial development of the country. <A_ project 
was presented to the Government by a French bank for the formation 
of a Central Bank, with a capital of 5,000,000 pesos gold, and another 
fora Mortgage Bank with a similar capital, but owing to the war the 
negotiations are in abeyance. As regards public works, the Govern- 
ment had contracted with British firms to give estimates for works at 
the principal ports on the Pacific and Atlantic coasts. Surveys were 
made for schemes covering a sum of from £3,000,000 to £5,000,000, 
and a contract for one of the undertakings, valued at 3,000,00U pesos 
gold, had already been signed. Much interest has been displayed in the 
rich petroleum deposits of the Republic, and the Colombian Congress 
passed a law forbidding the permanent concession of petroliferous areas 
to exploiting companies, and limiting such concessions to a definite 
number of years. ‘Two years ago a combine of various Kuropean 
contractors put a scheme before the Government for the construction 
of all the projected railways, undertaking to find the necessary 
capital, to construct the lines with European material, and to 
work them until the Government was prepared to purchase them. 
The Balkan war did not permit the syndicate to proceed further with 
their negotiations, and owing to the present war it has been 
impossible to renew them. 

The Government of Colombia are prepared to give every facility to 
reliable companies desirous of undertaking work for the economic 
development of the country. Amongst the most urgent public 
works are the railways. Confident i the normal development of 
the country the Government had decided on a plan of public works, 
including the improvement of the River Magdalena (see p. 133 of 
the “ Board of Trade Journal” of 14th January last), the improve- 
ment of navigation on the Pacific coast, the construction of a 
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railway from Cacuta to the Magdalena, and the erection of schools 
and public buildings. Apart from the opportunity for the invest- 
ment of capital and the carrying out of works in connection with 
the larger development schemes, there is still much to be done in 
the way of municipal undertakings, such as tramways, lighting 
systems, slaughter houses, public markets, Xc. 

The banks established in the capital of the Republic have a total 
capital of about 4,330,000 pesos gold, which, if it has been sufficient 
in time past, is now too small for actual requirements. The situation 
of these banks at the end of December, 1914, was approximately as 
shown in the following table : —

The condition of trade in general and of private enterprises in the 
period immediately preceding the declaration of the Kuropean war 
was very satisfactory. In 1913 the value of the export trade was 
34,315,800 pesos gold. and that of the import trade 28,535,8U0 pesos 
gold. On the outbreak of war, in spite of the necessary restriction 
of economic activity in the country, there was no_ necessity 
to declare a Moratorium, either for the banks or for individual 
debtors. The banks did not press for collection of their credits, and 
the situation reverted to the normal without other remedy than 
voluntary economy in expenses and the intelligent management of 
capital. So favourable were the circumstances that the principal 
enterprises of the country, such as the electric power companies, 
cotton mills and sugar refineries, both in the interior and on the 
coast, prepared to extend their business.

[t will be seen from the foregoing table that, according to the 
estimates of Russian farmers, there will probably be a very consider- 
able increase in the yield this year as compared with both last year 
and the quinguennial period 1909-1913, that is to say so far as 
regards the 61 Governments and Provinces under review. Making 
allowance for the quantity of grain that will be required for sowing 
purposes, and calculating the requirements for home consumption 
on the basis of 15 pouds per head per annum, the Oentral 
Statistical Committee estimates, on the basis of the data furnished by 
farmers, that the surplus quantity of grain for disposal will probably 
amount to some 957,170,000 pouds. 

From the latest information to hand it appears that the harvest 
prospects during the last few weeks have improved in the north- 
western and northerly regions, but on the other hand, owing to 
excessive rain, the prospects are not so good in some of the south- 
eastern and central regions.

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TARIFF CHANGES 
AND CUSTOMS REGULATIONS.

With reference to the notice at page 897 of last week’s issue of the 

‘ Board of Trade Journal,” the Board of Trade

Compared with 1913, the output of natural 
asphalt in 1914 declined 16 per cent., and that of domestic oil 
asphalt 17 per cent., whereas the output of Mexican oil asphalt

H.M. Consul-General also reports, on the same authority, that 
the output of spelter in the United States 
for F; for the first six months of 1915 was 207,634 
H “7 caer tons (of 2,000 lbs.) made from domestic ores, 
all Of 1916. and 8,898 tons from foreign ores, a total of 
216,532 tons, as compared with 177,991 tons for the preceding six 
months and with 175,058 tons for the first half of 1914. In addition 
there was produced by distillation from drosses and skinimings 
15,546 tons of secondary spelter, as compared with 10,273 tons, 
one half of the total output of distilled secondary spelter in 1914. 
No statistics were obtained of the spelter produced by remelting 
skimmings, drosses, etc., but it was probably not less than 12,000 
tons. ‘The total output of spelter from both ore and skimmings in 
the six months ended June. 1915, was therefore about 242,000 tons. 
The total number of retorts in operation in June was. about 
127,000, but many of these had been only recently put into operation. 
Additional retorts have since been completed, or are under construc- 
tion or are planned, to the number of 32,000. (C. 30,204.) 


Spelter Production 


H.M. Consul-General further reports that the manufacture of textile 
machinery in that city is becoming very active 
and some leading concerns have orders in hand 
that will keep them busy throughout the coming 
winter. ‘I'wo or three of the largest producing concerns are now 
running at full capacity. The demand has arisen in consequence 
of the growing needs of old-established mills for new machinery and 
of an increasing confidence in textile manufacturing as an investment. 

The largest manufacturer of automatic looms has nearly 20,000 
looms on order, and one of the leading manufacturers of spinning 
machinery has orders in hand up to the capacity of his plant into 
February. Some of the large manufacturers of card looms are unable to 
give deliveries within two months. Manufacturers who have tried to 
get special makes of looms for immediate delivery have been told that 
the earliest possible delivery is three months. Nearly all the activity 
has been the outgrowth of orders from domestic sources, although 
most of the important machinery concerns have been receiving offers 
from abroad for mills to be built in various parts of the world.

CHINA. 


H.M. Minister at Peking reports that five or six years ago there was 
a considerable increase in the production of cotton 
in China, especially in Northern China. This 
increase was stimulated chiefly by the high prices 
then prevailing in the United States and India, 
but it was also encouraged by the Chinese Government, who were 
anxious that the cultivation of the opium poppy should be superseded 
by that of cotton. State encouragement took the form of official 
recognition of societies for the study of cotton cultivation, distri- 
bution of seed, and appointment of agents to teach improved 
methods. The most recent display of interest in the subject by the 
Chinese Government was the issue in April last of regulations pro- 
viding for monetary rewards to encourage cotton-growing. 

No statistics are available as to the area under cotton cultivation 
in China or of the amount produced. The following figures show the 
quantities of raw cotton exported to foreign countries during the 
last five years :—1,484,885 ewts. in 1910; 1,044,933 ewts. in 1911; 
959,180 ewts. in 1912; 879,538 ewts. in 1913; and 785,362 ewts. in 
1914. 

The exports trom the chief ports of export in the first three 
months of 1915 were less than in the corresponding period of 1914.

increased from 752 to 762. ‘lwo new gardens 
were opened in the Karimganj sub-division of the Sylhet district, 
while two fibre gardens in the South Sylhet sub-division were con- 
verted into tea gardens. ‘l'hree new gardens were opened in the 
Lakhimpur district, and the Sibsagar district shows an increase of 
three gardens. The total area under tea increased from 367,847 
acres in 1913 to 376,048 acres, while the area plucked was 301,113 
acres. 
The 1914 crop amounted to 208,227,104 lbs. of manufactured tea, 
of which 208,012,581 lbs. were black and 214,525 lbs. green. The 
total output of the Province was about 4 per cent. more than that of 
the preceding year. The production of green tea was, as in previous 
years, practically confined to the Surma valley. In Cachar the 
quantity of green tea manufactured during the year was reduced by 
252.355 Ibs., while in Syihet it rose from 333 Ibs. to 134,513 Ibs. 
Why there was a large decrease in one district and an increase in the 
other is not quite clear. It may be observed that the total production 
of this kind of tea for the Province has been falling off for several 
years past and the demand seems less than it was.

Crop Outlook. text of a speech by the Commonwealth Prime 

Minister made in the House of Representatives on 
13th August, from which the following particulars regarding the 
agricultural outlook are extracted :— 

The present outlook over the Commonwealth is in general very 
favourable except as regards the greater part of Queensland, where 
rains have been much below normal since the beginning of the year. 
With that exception, since the break in the dry spell in May last good 
rains have fallen at frequent intervals throughout all the settled 
agricultural areas, and remarkably mild winter temperatures have 
prevailed. In Victoria abundant and frequent rains over almost all 
areas give promise of an excellent growth of vegetation. In New 
South Wales prospects in general are exceedingly good, grass and 
herbage springing well; there are excellent harvest prospects, and 
stock is fast improving. In Western Australia the rains have been 
remarkably good all through this year; in many parts the season 
promises to be the best ever known. In Tasmania prospects are also 
good. In South Australia throughout all agricultural areas the pros- 
pects could hardly be better, while in the inland pastoral districts, 
though rains would be welcome, a favourable outlook is taken. 
Queensland is extremely dry, and the outlook generally is rather 
unfavourable. 

Realising that full advantage should be taken of the prospective 
good season in Australia during the coming year, the authorities in 
the various States have taken action to increase largely the area 
put under crops. In 1912-13 the total area under crops in the 
Commonwealth was 13,038,049 acres; in 1913-14, 14,683,012 acres : 
and in 1914-15 approximately 15,700,000 acres. During the present 
season it is estimated that a much larger area has been put under 
erops, mainly under wheat. 

The area under wheat in the Commonwealth during the year 
1912-13 was 7,339,651 acres, with a production of 91,981,000 
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AUSTRALIA —continued. 


bushels. In 1913-14 the area under wheat was 9,287,398 acres, 
with a production of 103,344,152 bushels. In 1914-15 the area 
under wheat was 10321,325 acres, but owing to an unfavourable 
season the production fell to 24,843,536 bushels. The prospects of 
the wheat crop for the coming season are highly satisfactory. A large 
increase in the area under wheat is reported in all the States. In 
Victoria, which alone up to the present has made an official estimate, 
the acreage has increased by no less than 33 per cent. Should the 
other States show a proportional increase, the total area under wheat 
is estimated at about 13,500,000 acres. With favourable weather 
conditions to the end of the harvest it is probable that there will be 
a total crop of about 160,000,000 bushels. (C.1.B. 46.643.)

COSTA RICA. 
H.M. Consul at San José (Mr. I’. N. Cox) reports that the total value 
of the trade of Costa Rica in 1914 amounted to 
£3,789,355. Of this total, imports amounted to 
£1,554,083, a decrease of about 13 per cent. as 
compared with the previous year, and exports to £2.235,272, an 
increase of about 5 per cent. on the value of exports in 1913. 

A great reduction in all imports, except foodstuffs, followed upon 
the outbreak of the European war, and merchants as a rule have 
been realising the large stocks which they had carried over. Sales 
have been much reduced, in many cases to less than one-half of the 
usual amount, but few failures amongst importers have occurred. 
The depression in the banana trade also had an adverse effect upon 
imports. The total exports of bananas in 1914 amounted to 


10,162,912 bunches, as compared with 11,170,812 bunches in 1913.

This publica- 
tion, which contains much more detailed and exhaustive information than can 
be given in the Monthly Accounts, gives in the first volume abstract tables 
for the years 1909-1913, and detailed statements of imports and exports of 
each article consigned from and to each country. The second volume wil! 
contain details as to Customs revenue, transhipments and articles in 
bond, with particulars of the trade of the United Kingdom with each 
foreign country and British Possession, and of the trade at each port 
ofthe United Kingdom. The third volume (supplement) will contain a classi- 
fication on the basis followed in Volumes I. and II. of the “ Annual State- 
ment ”’ for 1908 and earlier years. 

It may be noted that beginning with the issues for 1909 the figures of 
Volumes [. and II. relate to the countries of consignment for imports, and 
countries of final destination, so far as known, for exports. A supplementary 
volume will continue to be issued, in which particulars will be given, as men- 
tioned above, on the same basis as thuse published (up to the year 1908) 
in the first two volumes. By this means it will be possible to trace the 
details of the differences resulting from the change of system for a further 
limited period.
